F inding a great want of Ephemerides in our Englifb 
Nation, / was thereby induced to the compofng and 
publifiing of one for Ten Years, pet to come } not 
kpovoing a better way at the prefint to become ferviceable to 
the Sons of Art among us. It is a path that many Eminent 
and Learned Men have vouchsafed to lead me the way in} 
and therefore. (I hope ) no difparagement for me (who am 
the meanejl of Urania h\> Sons, or Favourites,^) to follow Jo. 
many Men of worth, in a thing Jo generally uferal to all 
Literated Terfons. For , not to mention Regiomontanus, 

Stofler, Leovitius , Staduis, Origanus, Maginus, Kepler, 
Eichftade, Wing, Argo!, Hecker, &c. the. Famous Hip* 
parchus , as reported by Pliny, was at the pains to cOmpoJe 
Ephemerides for 600 . years together. I wifi the World full 
at much good as Hipparchus did it} but my Fortune // too 
narrow to befriend it fo far. ■Tis more trouble to mn to pro¬ 
cure an Ephemerides Printed, than to Calculate it ; and 
could l have found an encouragement equal but to the TtlSe 
of my Tains , the/e Ten Years had been made up Fifty.

Genethliacally confidered. (3.) Kepler him/elf though well 
under flood in the Theory es of the Planets Motions, was yet 
a ftranger to their Influences: And , at an Enemy to Aftro¬ 
logy, (and fo hath been -quoted and made ufe of by fome 

that have * wrote againfl that Learning.) I con - 
I'hii ceive hefoxght out feveral vain Inventions and 
VindiLl againft Devices to puzzle the poor Aftrologers under- 
W \ Handing. As this of the New Aipe&s $ hit 
tegy r, in n gffl«S Impertinent, at Well 4/ In veritable way of Di- 
Am 165a. regions in Nativities, &c. whichas himlelf 

made (port therewith , fometimes to Jhtw bis 
Wit, and other times his Opinion : fo aljo hath he in Tome 
things made the like Mirth for Aftrologers 5 and in others, 
raifed (very juflly ) their Indignation againft him. I think ,: 
l need not tell yon , that . it is Keplers abule of Aftrology, 
and not his (kill in Aftronomy , that I here tax and repre¬ 
hend. For l.really honour his parts, and am , with other Ar- 
tifts, a Debtor to his worthy Labours : the matters here 
taxed deferring not to be reckoned as any of them. 

Neither do I conceive it^ either a worthy or weighty Ob¬ 
jection againft Aftrology , that fome well-skill’d in Aftro¬ 
nomy, *can neither apprehend or underftand it 5 any more , 
than if we Jlsould cenfure Theology , bec vsft fome Divines. 
are not good Cafuifts : or tax the Civil Law, becaufe ^Com¬ 
mon Lawyer it not Ipnur'd to,the method aft ice therein. 

And as equal would it be for the Worthies ofthoje Noble 
Profeflions, to condemn the fevpral parts thereof that them -

Ejpecially , fith 9 
may avouch it for a certain truth. That the Influences c 
the Stars were felt by .Men , before their Motions wet 
known to them. And confiquently , an Aftrology io th 
World before Aftronomy, either in Name or Science, s 
that (Non obftante whatever any Aftronomer Jhall oppoj 
to the contrary) Aftrology hath the right of Primogeniturt 
And all the Sober and Judicioufly Learned mufi needs at 

knowledge the Truth hereof. - Howbeit , it were to be wijh 

ed) that the Aftrologer uhderfiood. Aftronomy, and that th 
Aftronomer were acquainted with Aftrology.* Although t d 
in truth defparr of ever finding many to be fo happily Ac 
complifbed. —.— It is the Wifilom of the Go A of Stars, Jo t 
difpofe of things in the Order of Nature , 'that we always fin 1 
an Elevated Mercury is n/ojl conducible to the one , and 
deprefled Hermes to the Other. For the true underfund 
istg whereof , the whole World mufi be obliged to Aftro 
logy. 

Some fiber Readers may be apt to mifi interpret me for m j 
mentioning.fi many Eminent Saints in my Calendar, witl 
the reafin of their Canonization by the Holy Church. As . 
have done it to offend none 3 fo I hope none will Cwithout rea 
fin ) be offended thereat. It is only matter or faft which . 
relate? and of fuch' Fa ft too 3 that happened in the growing 
times of Chriftianity, long before the difiinguijbing terms o j 
. Papifts and Proteftant were ever heardoff. — Betides y it it 
of proper nfe to Almanack* Makers, who. often put them down 
in their Anoual Books 5 yet few of them know the reafon oj 
their funding there $ as having no other Authority but Cu- 
ftom, and the Example of Others for fo doing. And 3 pof 
fibly it may be fome more then Common News to many , n 

meet 
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meet with an explanation of fuch Saints names, they find fit 
down in the Calendar, with the Times and Caufes of their 
fufferings. But now, if any over*zealous againfi Superfti- 
tion s Jhall fitm troubled hereat } and objeft, That 1 have 
Sainted a fir greater number than ever they heard off, {though 
in truth a fir left number than the Chrtftian CHurch hath 
thus honoured.) It is to tell them , that Holy Men and Wo¬ 
men in former times were not fo (earce, but that we might 
eafily fill an Ephemeris with them. And what if I flmld 
fiy, that I thinks it unreafonable, if not unchriftian , to ex¬ 
clude thole the Calendar on Earth', which are admitted as 
Members in the High Court of Heaven? And Jisrely the 
worthieft Patterns , are the mofi fit for our Imitation. 

There needs no more to be faid in this place , hut that I give 
my Book my Bleffing, as I hope it hath that of. Heaven al¬ 
ready 5 and, I am confident, Jhall not mifi that of good Men 
in its progrefi through the World, as many others of its fel¬ 
lows, infiriotsr in growth unto it, have been made happy 
withal. For the Cenjure of the Envious, I value it not . 
I live in too temperate an Air or Clime, to he difhtrb- 
cd with the Whirlwinds of Folly and Malice. Let 
hut my Caufelefs Enemy be at the pains to put forth fame*

E P hemerides, pt %tfatw, is a Greek word, and com¬ 
pounded of t» and »nt a i and (ignifies no more 
than an Almanack^, Diary, Regijier, or 'journal, &c. 
according to the different Idioms of feveral Countries or 
Nations. As with the Ajfyrians , Almanacks with the La- 
tines, Diary, from Diarinm : with the Englijh, a Regijier, 
or journal, relating to each day of the Year : with 
the Hebrews, Almanahh, or Kalendar ; with the Dutch, or 
Germans, Alsnonaght, (u e.) Almonheed, td wit a refpeft 
Jjad to the daily courle of the Moon in*fhe whole Year j 
and thence it is, we have our Year compounded of Months, 
or Moons. 

In an Aftronomical fence, Efhemerides are Tables of 
die Ccdeftial Motions, calculated to a certain time, and

for a certain place ; exhibiting the Places of the feaven 
Erratique Stars both in Longitude and Latitude 5 toge¬ 
ther with Eclipfes of the Luminaries, and the feveral 
configurations of the Planets,' as well among therafelves, 
its- with the Moon, for the whole year throughout. And 
the Noon-time being the mod noble, and mod obfcrva- 
,'ble time of the Daythe Sun (who is Fons Lvcit , Cor 
\Mundi , Rex Planetarum, then podeding the chief- 

ied poifit in Hfcafdrtj Aftrosomcrs, with good warrant of 
1 reafon, have evermore accudomed themfelves to accom¬ 
modate their Calculations thereunto: always beginning 
their days at that time, and fo reckoning them from Noon 
to Noon. 

For the more eafie compodng of Ephemerides , divers 
Learned Perlons have invented Canons , and Tables: 

: as Hipparchus, Ptolemj 9 Alphonjus, Santsbech , Copernicus , 

I and many more 5 yet, for want of underdanding the 
true Hypothefes of Nature, they were, by after-times, 
found imperfeft and Erroneous; as Demondration from 
the Codedial Phenomena hath diffidently evinced./ A 
reformation hereof many have attempted, and that with 
good fuccefs: As the Tref-Noble Tycho Brahe, the Witty 
Kepler ; the Indudrious Bulls nidus , the Ingenious shack? 
erly, Wright, and Wing, of our own Nation; fo alfo the 
admirably Learned Morinus of France ; cum ntukh aliir, 
&c. fb that now we need not to complain of the defici¬ 
ency of, or defers in Adronomy, which odr Laborious 
Predeceflbrs but judly bewailed and lamented : this Art 
having arrived at fuch perfedion, now in one days, that

fections, in a moment, and by fnlpe&ion, in a manner;

A Day is either Artificial, Political, Natural, or Aftro- 
nomical. An Artificial Day confifts of twelve 
hours, according to the Scriptures, John 11. 19. butiome 
great Clerks have thought that fpace of time to be a Day 
Artificial, wherein the Sun maketh his abode above the 
Horifon, or is carryed (according to vulgar appearance) 
from the Eaft by the Mid-heayen, to the Occident $ thkt 
is, from his rifing to his Petting $ and thefe days differ pro* 
portionally to the SeaPons of the Year, as common Expe¬ 
rience teftifies. ' . * 

A Day Political is very diverPe according to the Na¬ 
tions wherein it is ufed, and rePpefrsits beginning chiefly. 
The Athenians, rolontans,'Italian SzC. began their 1 Days 
at Sun-Petting .* the Jews, Chaldean's, Persians, and Norim- 
her giant, Babylonians , 8tc. from the Suns rifing: the JEgjp- 
tians and Romans , from Mid-night} of whom we in Eng¬ 
land take our pattern'of accounting the hours thereof 
from Mid-night,' one, two, three a Clock, 

• The Day Natural confifts of twenty four hours, ent. of 
that Ppace of time wherein the /Equator accotnplilheth 
one revolution according to the Primstm mobile , and Pu£h 
an Arch or Portion thereof, as doth anfwer to the Diur¬ 
nal Revolution of the Sun ; which is 'generally- the fame.

Calculations 5 and all other forts of Days in the ,ufe of 
onr Efhemerides , are to be reduced unto Days Agrono¬ 
mical. The Vmbrians and Arabians account their Days 
after AQjopofners: and are thereby perhaps more incli¬ 
ned by a fccret Deftiny to Coeleffi^L Obfervations, than 
many other Countryes. For, beyond all peradventure, 
whole Climates have their different propen fions, Inclina¬ 
tions andCnftoms, from particular Stars or Conftellations, 
as well as perfons; as the Books of Affrology do abun¬

Of the Inequality of Natural Dayt> and their

Y O U were told before what a Day Natural is 5 I 
come here to (bew you that it is not always equal, 
and that for three reafons as Aftronomers have well ob- 
ferved. Firft, from the alteration of the Zodiacks Obli¬ 
quity. Secondly, By reafon of the Mutation of the Suns 
Apogaott and Eccentricity. And thirdly. In refpeft of Af- 
centipnal difference. And thefe inequalities muff needs 
beget error in time if not corrected. Aftronomers there¬ 
fore by great and diligent ftudy, have invented Days 
equal, confifting of fuch a portion of time, as one Revo¬ 
lution of the' .Equator is finifhed in, and fuch a farther 
part thereof, as is anfwerable to that Arch of the Eclip- 
ticktheSun paffetbio his middle motion, which is 59'. 8 ". 
and 49'". for as much as the Equinoctial is fa often f 

wheeled 
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wheeled about thereby, as there be Days in the Year. 
But, now, beckufe theSun isabfetved to be fometimes 
fwifter, and othertimes (lower, than this middle motion 
of his m cn ri opc d, it followeth that the Days are found to 
difief from it,-and hccbme uneduaf,as warfhid before. 
Andfince~alt Epbdmerides^rc calculated abcordiog terhe 
mean Motion, or equal time mentioned, it is manifeftj 
that the Manets Motions catraot be referred to true, ap¬

fixed Stars. 

T H C Glorious fhining Diamonds of Heaven, as Aftro- 
nomers bave obferved , are either fixed -or Erratick. 
The Erratick are the feven Planets, which is the work of 
our Ephenteridet. The fixed, ('not that any are really fo, or . 
that indeed there is any thing fixed in Nature, for next to 
fixation, in a proper Philofopbical fence, is Deftru&ion $ and 
every thing is prcferv’d by Motion: fo that they are called 
fixed in companion of their (low moving, which is fearce 
perceiveable in feme years time) are placed in the eighth 
Sphere, and always are at the fame difiance from each other, 
as alio from the Ecliptick, keeping frill the feme Latitude for 
ever. They are feid to be in number one thoufend twenty 
and two, or thereabout, according to the befr Afrronomers, 
Aratns , and others. They differ in Magnitude aod colour 
from each other, and confequently in Nature and Influence.: 
There are fix feveral Magnitudes of them, clearly to be fecn, 
befides feme that are Obfeure, and others, nebulous or 
Cloudy. The Ingenious Reader may find them both in 
Name, Number, Magnitude, Latitude, Longitude, Declina¬ 
tion, Right Afeention, and Nature, in my Redufrion of Hart- 
gills Tables, exa&ly calculated for this prefent year, 1670. 
fo that I need not here to infert them again, only he may, 
for the ready fervice of his memory, take notice that there
